Tincture of Iodine, It Is Claimed, Gives 
Rem arkable Results. 
Amo ng cases o f accidental po iso ning 
tho se caused by carbolic acid 
are th e 
mo st frequent. 
Th ese generally arise 
th rough mistaking a solution 
o f car­ 
bolic acid for some medicine or. as 
occurs very often, for some alcoh olic 
liquor. 
Tbe remedies generally employed in 
dealing with th is kind of poisoning 
consist in wash ing th e stomach with 
alkaline water or pure glycerin, fol 
lowed by th e ingestion of alkaline sul 
ph ates, oil and wh ite of eggs beaten 
up. 
Some years ago, h owever. Dr 
Mnberly sh owed th at tincture of io 
dine, 
administered 
In 
fairly 
large 
doses, may give much better results 
On one occasion wh en called In to 
attend a young negro wh o. th inking 
h e was drinking wh isky, h ad swallow­ 
ed a quantity of a strong solution of 
carbolic acid and wh o consequently 
was severely burned about th e lips and 
th roat. Dr 
Mnberly h urriedly made 
h im swallow a tenspoonful of tincture 
of iodine in a cupful of water 
A few

Th e alarming symptoms soon dis 
appeared under th e influence of tine 
ture of iodine given every four h ours 
In doses of five drops In a tenspoonful 
of water Th e little patient was cured 
Th e tincture of iodine neutralizes th e 
carbolic or ph enlc acid by forming 
with it an lodoph ennte, insoluble and 
th erefore h armless.—European Edition 
New York Herald.

tu re of Iodine given every four hours 
In d oses of five drops In a teaspoonful

The little patient w as cured 
T he tincture of Iodine neutralizes the j 
carbolic or phonic arid by form ing 
with it an lodophenote, insoluble and 1 
th erefore harm less.—European Edition 
New York Herald.
